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Use  of  lumber,  plywood,  and  other  wood 
materials  in  manufacturing  varies  widely 
among  regions  in  the  U.S.  In  1960  industries 
in  the  Southern  States  consumed  about  one- 
third  of  both  lumber  and  plywood,  more  than 
half  the  veneer,  and  substantial  amounts  of  the 
hardboard  and  particleboard  used  by  all  manu- 
facturing industries  (table  1,  fig.  1).  Plants  in 
the  Central  region  used  nearly  as  much  lumber 
and  plywood  and  a  third  or  more  of  the  hard- 
board  and  particleboard. 

The  proportion  of  wood  materials  consumed 
by  establishments  in  the  Northeast  was  from 
12   to  27  percent  in  all  forms.  Plants  in  the 


Pacific  region  used  between  12  and  15  per- 
cent, and  the  Rocky  Mountain  region  used 
only  2  percent  or  less  of  any  wood  material. 

In  all  regions  the  furniture  and  fixture  in- 
dustries were  among  the  largest  users  of  all 
forms  of  wood.  The  millwork,  prefabricated 
wood  products,  wooden  container,  and  trailer 
coach  industries  also  were  important  con- 
sumers in  each  region.  Most  of  the  large 
volumes  reported  by  planing  mills,  veneer 
and  plywood  plants,  and  hardwood  dimension 
establishments  were  utilized  for  manufacturing 
cut-to-size  stock  and  fabricated  parts  sold  to 
plants  in  other  industries.  For  example,  a  high

proportion  of  hardwood  dimension  output  goes 
to  the  furniture  industry.  Most  box  shook  made 
in  the  plywood  industry  is  assembled  in  other 
industries  into  boxes,  baskets,  and  other  prod- 
ucts. 

Of  the  lumber  consumed  in  the  South,  one- 
fifth  was  used  in  the  hardwood  dimension  and 
flooring  industry,  and  one-fifth  in  the  furniture 
and  fixture  industries.  Two-thirds  of  the  ply- 
wood used  in  the  Southern  States  went  to  the 
wirebound  box  and  crate,  furniture  and  fix- 
ture, and  prefabricated  wood  products  indus- 
tries. Over  half  of  the  veneer  used  by  manu- 
facturing plants  was  utilized  in  the  South, 
principally  for  wirebound  boxes  and  crates. 
Hardboard  and  particleboard  in  the  Southern 
States  were  largely  used  in  the  furniture  and 
fixture  industries. 

In  the  Central  region  lumber  was  chiefly 
used  in  the  millwork  and  the  furniture  and 
fixture  industries.  More  than  70  percent  of  the 


plywood  used  in  the  Central  States  was  divided 
equally  among  the  prefabricated  wood  prod- 
ucts, furniture  and  fixture,  and  trailer  coach 
industries.  Over  30  percent  of  the  veneer 
consumed  in  this  region  went  to  the  wirebound 
box  and  crate  industries.  Hardboard  and  par- 
ticleboard were  mainly  utilized  in  the  wall- 
board  and  the  furniture  and  fixture  industries. 

The  principal  use  of  lumber  in  the  North- 
eastern States  was  in  the  wood  products  "not 
elsewhere  classified"  and  the  furniture  and 
fixture  industries.  These  two  industries  bought 
about  37  percent  of  all  the  lumber  used  by 
manufacturers  in  the  Northeast.  Other  large 
consumers  were  millwork  plants  and  nailed 
wooden  box  and  crate  plants.  Slightly  less  than 
half  of  the  plywood  used  in  this  area  was 
consumed  in  the  furniture  and  fixture  indus- 
tries. The  principal  use  of  veneer  in  the 
Northeast  was  for  containers.  Many  plants  in 
this  area  were  large  users  of  hardboard  for 
decorative  wallboard. 


Lumber  and  plywood  in  the  Pacific  and 
Rocky  Mountain  regions  were  primarily  used 
in  planing  mills  and  millwork  plants,  and  in 
the  furniture  and  fixture  industries. 

These  data  supplement  the  information  in 
USDA  Statistical  Bulletin  353,  "Wood  Used  in 
Manufacturing  Industries."  The  tables  were 
prepared  to  meet  numerous  requests  for 
regional  information  based  on  the  1960  survey 
results.  For  each  form  of  wood  (lumber, 
veneer,  plywood,  hardboard,  and  particle- 
board)  the  average  establishment  consumption 
was  computed  for  each  industry,  and  the  em- 
ployment size  class  in  the  U.S.  Regional 
consumption  was  estimated  by  expanding  the 
averages  by  the  number  of  plants  in  each  of 
the  five  regions. 


Tables  2-6  show  wood  use  by  principal 
consuming  industries  arranged  to  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification.  Volume  figures  in- 
clude the  wood  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
primary  and  secondary  products  in  all  estab- 
lishments in  that  industry.  Wood  consumption 
by  industry  may  differ  from  that  for  its  pri- 
mary product  because  an  item  may  be  a 
primary  product  of  one  industry  and  a  sec- 
ondary product  of  other  industries. 

The  estimates  include  the  wood  used  for  pal- 
lets, containers,  jigs,  models  made  and  used  in 
the  same  industry,  and  dunnage.  Not  included 
are  purchased  wood  items,  such  as  cut-to-size 
stock  fabricated  parts,  containers,  and  pallets. 
Wood  utilized  for  these  products  is  reported 
in  the  industries  where  they  are  made.
